Sir, 


I am in possession of information from China 
indicating that the Russian members of my congregation 
Still residing there are in a most dangerous situation 
and implore help. 

They are deprived of all means of livelihood, 
inasmuch as all work and positions are given only to persons 
of Chinese nationality. Gonsequently their only hope of 
continuing their existence rests in the possibility of 
leaving China, which for some reason or other they had been 
unable to do before, and they beg for assistance in this 
direction. Lately the Chinese authorities have not pre- 
vented their departure but have even rather favoured it. 

The only obstacle, as I am informed, seems to 
emanate from the URSS consular authorities. The latter are 
bringing pressure to bear on the former Russian emigrants 
in order to induce them to return to the URSS and take part 
in the public works organised by the Governmente These 
unfortumite people are thus placed before the choice betwee 
Starvation in China and deportation to “voluntary" labor 
in the URSS, where in their quality of former ‘emigrants, 
they can expect nothing but evil. 

Their only chance of salvation is the possibility 
of going to some free country, where they will be able to | 
apply their mental and physical faculties and gain a liveli. 
hood for themselves and their families. | 

| I beg you to make this possible through the 
Governments of the countries = members of the United Nations 
aod thus save a number of unfortunate people from a sure 
and terrible death.

REPORT B¥ COORDINATING COMMITTEN FOR FOREIGN REFUGEES 
ON INDIGENT FOREIGNERS IN SHANGHAI WHO DO NOT QUALIFY 
FOR ASSISTANCE FROM INTERNATIONAL REFUGEE ORGANIZATION 


In Shanghai there is an increasingly acute problem of 
destitute foreimers who are ineligible for assistance from the 
Intemational Refuree Organization. A few of the national resi- 
dents' associations sare giving aid to their neediest cases, but 
the bulk of care and maintenance being given to this group of 
PeCrR} is done by the Coordinating Committee for Foreign Rertugees 
(CCFR). The plight of these needy cases and the work of the CCFR 
is set forth here in the hopes of enlisting active interest and 
Support in the resettlement of these people and in maintaining them 
in Shanghai until such time as they can be resettled. The urgency 
Or this matter cmnot be overstated. 


ORIGIN AND HISTORY OF CCFR 


The Coordinating Committee for Foreign Refugees in Shangha 
Was organised in March 1948, to coordinate the activities of thirty- 
two relief societies and asscciations formed on national and reli- 
gious levels concerned with the welfare of more than 3,000 destitute 
foreigners in Shanghai, mainly stateless. 


The Coordinating Committee for Foreign Refugees at that 
time worked in close cooperation with the International Refugee 
Organization and the China helief Mission, taking upon itself the 
responsibility of distributing the rations and supplies given by 
IRO for the destitutes who came within the category of "eligible" 
under the terms of its reference: disbursing such funds as might be 
entrusted to it by China Relief Mission and other relief societies; 
and distributing rations and aveilable supplies to such destitute 
foreigners as might be deturmined “ineligible under the IRO ruling. 


The distributions of rations Py CCOFR to IRO eligibles con- 
tinued until May,1949. From June 1949, IRO undertook its own 

ration distribution and at the same time CCFR made determined efforts 
to shift some of the respotisibility for its growing case-load to 
Consulates and national sciicties. By these means the case-load was 
cut to 192 in Avzust,1949, Since that time the load has increased 
each month until in april, 195C, it had reached 793, Aid given by 
OCFR includes monthly rations and daily bread; a monthly cash grant 
of the equivalent of US 8 2 per household; free housing to fifty-six 
persons in a hostel mainti.imed by CCFRs; and medical care including 
dental and optical. See /.»pendix A for a table showing the number 
of rations issued since ti.: formation of the committee, 


SOURCES OF FUNDS AND SUPPLIES 


For the first Zourteen months of the operation of COFR, 
rations were received fro: IRO for CCFR cases in return for distri- 
bution services given by (‘CFR to IRO cases. During this period 
funds were received from Jhina Relief Mission for welfare work among 
destitute foreigners. After the termination of China Relief Mission, 
considerable monstary aid was received from Economic Cooperation 
Administration through their welfare outlet, American Aid to China~ 
Committee on Health and Welfare. Throughout the histoty of CCFR 
grants of funds and supplies have been entrusted to the committee by 
voluntary relief agenciey and other charitable organizations such as 
Friends' Service Council, Church World Service, Catholic Welfare 
Gommittee, Friends Service Unit, Mennonite Central Gommittee, Russia 
Emigrants Association and Southe.n Baptist M’ ssion. 


The Committee is composed of fifteen members,representativcs 
of voluntary relief agencies and public-spirited individuals from the 
foreign commmity, of whom many have full-time jobs in addition to 
their CCFR work. ‘There is no paid staff, the work being done by 
committee menberc, the Salvation Army end by recipimts of CCFR helpe 
See appendix B for a list of members of this committee.

% (The following is a graphic, detailed description of the 


complexities of the backgrounds of CCFR cases, and of 
regulations of the various countries governing immigration 
as they affect foreigners in Shanghai.

At the peak period there were said to be about 20,000 Jewish DPs 
from Burope in Shanghai; in early 1947 about 16.000 remained to be 
repatriated or resettled. This month May 1950, the American Jewish 
Joint Distribution Committee reports that it has fewer than 1,000 
Still on its list. This is good showing -— but to effect this, 

there have been the resources of UNRRA and later IRO for resettlement 
and repatriation, the work of such bodies as AJJDC and other agencies 
specifically set up to deal with large number of people who shared 
@& common problem, and much of the resettlement was done while the 
Other countries of the world were still enthusiastic to help the 
Victims of persecution so that they were prepared to cooperate in 
schemes to help in liquidating the problem of placing them.

Their lives are endangered and secondly, they 
are already invalids owing to the climate and have net suitable and 
sufficient food, especially pregnant women and children, 


They are ready to sign any documents required forfeiting all 
rights to the Old Age Pension, which is due to all Australians; secondly, 
to sign all contracts for any job suggested snd agreeing not to join in 
any strike against the Government. 


Again we appeal to you to grant them at least temporary res- 
idence in Australia and we sincerely hope that better times will come to 
help them in their future settlement. 


I,R.O. Representative, General Lloyd, on 4th July at 3 pem, 
when I met him at 3 Wilmot Crescent, Forrest, promised to help all 
refugees if they reached this country. ‘The Salvation Arwy Chief, 
Colonel P. Js Dean, also gave me sn assurance to this effect and my 
Committee will do their best in this regard.

Sir, 


I have the honour to bring to your attention again 
the pressing problem of the refugees remaining in Samar on the 
territory of the Philippine Republic. 


Your Government, Sir, was among the first to take 
Steps to help in the solution of this problem, and a large 
proportion of the refugees resettled from Samar are now 
established in your country. My object in addressing this 
letter to you is to ask your Government to accept a further 
Small number, particularly aged refugees. 


AS you will recall, the Executive Committee of the 
International Refugee Organization, during its Sixth Session 
in October 1949, discussed this problem at length and adopted 
@ resolution emphasizing its urgency, particularly in view of 
the limitation placed by the Philippine Government upon the 
period of asylum 80 generously afforded to these refurcees. 
The last extension which was granted expired on 31 October 


1949. 


In reply to the Executive Committee's urgent appeal 
for a further extension a letter has been received from the 
Philippine Government which requests IRO “to make immediate 
preparations to remove all refugees as their continued stay in 
that area is in the way of carrying out our economic 
development programme”. 


You will remember that these refugees, mostly of 
Russian and Baltic origin, fell back before the advancing 
Northern Chinese Armies in 1948 and approached IRO for assist- 
ance shortly before the end of that year. After prolonged 
negotiations, a temporary asylum for up to 6,000 refugees was 
generously offered by the Government of the Philippine : 
Republic in January 1949, and 2,000 refugees eligible under 
ITRO's mandate who stood the greatest apparent risks were they 
to remain in China were moved immediately. The Executive 
Committee approved the action during its Third Session, and 
authorized the movement of those eligible refugees whose lives 
or well-being were considered to be in serious danger, up to 
the total number of 6,000 stipulated by the Philippine 
Government. 


Simultaneously, the Executive Committee appealed to 
the Member Governments and to all nations of goodwill to 
receive these refugees on their territories. Thanks to a 
Bpontaneous response, about 2,000 out of the 5,500 were 
Belected and resettled under mass schemes to France, Paraguay, 
the Dominican Republic, the Netherlands Guiana and, of course, 
Australia, while 276 were re-established as individuals in a 
number of countries such as the United States of America, the 
United Kingdom, Canada, Venezuela, France and, again, in your 
country. 


Great difficulties are being encountered in the 
resettlement of any Substantial further number, and this 
chiefly for reason of age. Less than 4300 are suffering from 
tuberculosis, almost all of whom are curable in a reasonable 
period of time. Only about 150 will require permanent 
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institutional care. Ace is the primary reason why about 2,000 
are not today resettleable, despite their valuable qualifications. 


A word should be said of these qualifications. 
Originally many of these persons had been established in China. 
They held leading industrial, administrative, technical and 
commercial positions or were employed by the French or other 
Foreign Concessions in Shanghai, or by the Allied Forces in 
China. Because of these qualifications and the health and 
Getermination of the refugees a town which they have built now 
shelters them on Tubabao Island. A group of refugee engineers 
directed the erection and construction of the tents and huts, 
and set up a water and electricity system in an area devoid of 
any technical facilities. This work was done by the same men 
who, for the past 25 or 30 years, operated Shanghai's Power 
Station and Public Utility Services of Tientsin, Tsingtoo, Harbin 
and other Chinese towns. 


During the whole period of their sojourn the behaviour 
of the refugees has been exemplary, and in this regard they have 
been congratulated by the President of the Republic of the 
Philippines and other governmental representatives. However, 
the Government of the Philippines has made it clear that local 
re-establishment cannot be afforded these refugees, nor are they 
allowed to maintain themselves on the local economy pending their 
re-establishment - a fact which makes our operational expenses 
there unusually high. 


In spite of all our efforts it now appears we have 
reached a deadlock. No substantial resettlement prospects are 
in sight, and there can be no doubt that within the lifetime of 
the Organisation many refugees in Samar will not be resettled 
unless some special arrangements can be made for them. 


I am therefore constrained, Sir, to refer the matter 
again to your immediate attention in the hope that your Govern- 
ment, aS a member of IRO, will actively assist in finding ways 
and means of ensuring the permanent resettlement of the refugees 
Still in Samar. This can only be done if nations of goodwill 
are prepared to accept a proportion of the group without imposing 
immigration conditions which bar the majority from acceptance. 


Otherwise, Sir, the obligation to the Philippine 
Government assumed by the International Refugee Organization 
cannot be fulfilled.

My Tear Prime Minister, 


I refer to your letter of the 18th January 
regarding the request of Archbishop John of Shanghai 
for the admission into Australie of a number of Russ- 
ian refugees at present living on the Island of Tube- 
bao in the Philippines. 


In accordance with an agreement between the 
Commonweslth Covernment end the International Refugee 
Organisation Australie agreed to accept a number of 
refugees from China for resettlement in this country. 


fwo selection teams were sent to Samar end 
sll of the 6,000 refugees there were given the oppor- 
tunity of applying for selection for Australia. A 
large number did interview the Australian Selection 
Officers but did not apply for inelusion in the scheme. 
Of those who ¢1id apply some were rejected on medical 
end other grounds, and vitimately 1372 persons were 
selected and have subsequently arrived in this country, 
either by air or on the three vessels which were used 
for movement from Samar. 


These refugees remaining in the Philippines 
are still eligible for entry into Australia as Landing 
Permit holders if they can comply with the usual stan- 
dards eof health, age and character, and are nominated 
by persons already resident in this country who are 
prepared to guarantee accommodation and maintenance 
for them. If the persons nominated are eged dependants 
of the nominator and the nominator is one who was sel- 
ected and moved to Australia under the I.R.0. scheme 
age limits do not apply. As Landing Permit holders no- 
minees vill be required to arrange their own passages 
to Australie withont financisl assistance from either 
the International Refugee Organisation or the Common- 
wealth Government. 


While relaxation of the present selection 
standards would undoubtedly make meny of the Samar 
refugees eligible for entry into Australia, such 
relaxation of standards would be a retrograde step 
which would react detrimentally to this country. 


From the foregoing it will be seen that this 
eountry has Gone all that is posstble to relieve the 
difficult situation sat Semar, and that in view of the 
heavy Furopean migration programme at present planned 
no consideration can be given to further large-scale 
migration from the Philippines at the present time.

Some of these Russians gave numerous 
evidence of their creative ability by organizing industries and 
commercial enterprizes, which provided continuous employment for 
others. Some of them held positions of high responsibility in 
private and state organizations; others were successful craftsmen 
artisans, self-supporting and loyal citizens. The younger generation 
recieved their education on all levels ana hed degrees from 
local universities, and servediwell the country which gave them 
opportunity for advancemente 

The present political situation in China forced them to 
emigrate once more, leaving behind the culture they had built-up. 

Tn the early part of 1949 the International Refugee Organization 
(I.R.0.) moved over five thousand of them to the semi-deserted 
Tsland of Tubabao where they started from scratch in the jungle. In 
three months time there grew up a town of tents, with modern plumbing 
end electricity built-up by their ingenuety and energy, an example 

of perfect order and discipline, and all of them can be completiy 
destroyed by a single blow of a typhoone 

We are asking your Excellency to help these people by granting 
them entrance to Australia on a larger scale than heretofore with 
all possible relaxation of the present restrictions. 

We are hoping and praying that our appeal will find response 
in the heart of your Nation and that your Government will give 


these people anpther opportunity to start a ne" life while serving 
your Countrye

tt could be inferred from tins. preultimete reara- 
graph of Mr. BHozen's letter thet the Australie Team andeavoured 
\ Go encoursge younger peopls to come to Australia and eave them 
‘$9 uncderstend that they could arrange for thair aldarly 
denendants to follow them under the I.%.0. achame. 


This was not the case. In every instance where 

Bie younger membsrs of a family were eligible for selection 
but their older dependent relatives had to be excluded, they 
were advised that ir, after arrival, thay could make satise 
factcry arrangsements for the maintenance and accamedstion of 
their dependants and the istter were of gonad heslth and 
character, sympathstic consideration would bs given to the 
issue of Landing Parmits in thsir favour. Tt was also stressed 
that Landing Permit holders would not bs paruitied to travel 
to Australia on 2.8.0. ships.

This, of course, 
eame within his Sphere as an 1.R.0. official whose duty it 
wes $0 find new homes for dignplaced persons as soon as 
possible. The question of advising displaced persons that 
they should proceed to any particular country was never 
Fegarded as coming within the provinces of the Australian team 
dany persor seeking such advice was referred to Mr. Bogen.

Particuler care was taken by tie Australian Team 
in Samar to ensure that applicants were not given any promises 
if there was the slichtest risk that they could not be ful- 
filled. On several occasions public maetings were addressed 
by the Officer-in-Charge of the team and prospective 
arplicants were warned of the difficulties likely to be 
ancountared in securing accommodation in Australia. 
matter for regret if theses spacific warnings were diacounted 
by I.R.O. officials hnt it will he anpreciated that no 
resronsibility in the matter can be accaptad by this Department. 


The accommodation question has sivways basen the 
governing fector in regard to the admission of the aged 
salatives of displaced persons. for this raason it was laid 
Gown that if any person fron semer dssired to obtain parmission 
for his aged relatives to enter Austraiia it would be 
necessary for him to make his own arrengemants in regard to :

The whole position nas been raviewsa from time 
to tims but it is recretted that thea existing situation does 
not vermit of any relaxation of the conditions of entry 
from Samar.

I refer to your recent letter enclosing one 
received by you from the representative of the Russian Community 
ef Sydney, concerning White Russian refugees at present at Samar 
in the Philippines, and at Shanghai. 


AS you ere probably aware, the Commonwealth 
Governsient nas undertaker, in accordence with an agreement with 
the International Refugee Organisation, to accept a nuaber of 
refugees frog Chins for resettlement in this oountry. These 
persons had bean transferred from Sharngnal to Samar in the 
Philippines by the I.R.C. and were eligible to apply for select- 
fon for passages to Australia under similer conditions as ere 
displisced parsons from Europe. 


For the purpose of selecting suitable new 
Australians from among these recple, an Australian Selection 
Team was sent to Semer. Cf the S0CC perscns resident at the 
eamp on Samar island s nember interviewed the Australian 
Selection Officers but did not apply for inclusion in this 
scheme. Of those who did apply some wars rejagied on medical 
and other grounds and ultimately approximately i500 persons 
Were seleeted and Aave since urrivec in this country. 


These persons arrived by tne vesnele "Haven", 
arice Jumper” snd “Sansrsal Srealy". 11 vasnels (tisembdarked 
at Syriney from where the new arriverls wers tannorerily soocommod-

But the great majority have been 
rejected, mainly for age reasons. These remainder ere living in very 
poor conditions and are facing deportation to Burope. 


: Regarding the other group of White Russians still in Shanghai, 
these unfortunate people numbering between 300 and 400 persons, 
were given an assurance py 1.R.0. that they would be evacuated from 
Shanghei to Samar, but were left behind. According to our intorme- 
| =tion, there is still a possibility of evacuating them, provided 
the Australian Government grants the necessary entry visas, and 
T.R.0. provides a ship to bring them to this country.

Breadwinners from amongst the new arrivals on 
the first two vessels were subsequently transferred to 
directed employment in industry in accoréance with the 
normal employment requirement for former Displaced Per- 
sons while their dependants were transferred to private 
‘accommodation and to Holding Centres in New South Wales. 


Arrivals on the "Genersl Greely" are still et 
Bathurst at the moment but are already being allocated to 


employment and to private accommodation and holding 
Gentres.
